Knife-wielding 
ex-boyfriend is 
sent to prison 


AN ex-boyfriend who sub¬ 
jected a woman to a ter¬ 
rifying ordeal at a house in 
Haverhill has been jailed for 
five years. 

Frederick Potter, 34, held 
a knife to the woman’s neck 
and threatened to kill her 
during the incident in June 
last year, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

Potter, of Tomlins Or¬ 
chard, Barking, Essex, had 
demanded to know from 
the woman who his ex-girl- 
friend had been having a re¬ 
lationship with, said Claire 
Matthews, prosecuting. 

During the incident Pot¬ 
ter had stabbed himself and 
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checked that the front door 
was locked, the court heard. 

He also smashed the mo¬ 
bile phone of a former part¬ 
ner who was at the house. 

Last August, Potter had 
arrived in the early hours of 
the morning at an address 
in Haverhill in an agitated 
state and picked up a knife, 
said Miss Matthews. 

Potter frightened the 
woman by making as if to 
stab her in the leg and then 


ordered her to lie on a bed 
where he brandished the 
knife towards her but the 
blade went into a duvet and 
there were no injuries. 

Jailing him for five years 
with an extended licence 
period of two years, Judge 
David Goodin told Pot¬ 
ter that his behaviour had 
been “frightening and 
terrifying”. 

Judge Goodin said that 
Potter, who had pleaded 
guilty to assault by beat¬ 
ing, two offences of false 
imprisonment and three 
offences of making threats 
to kill, posed a “significant” 
risk to the public.

Another mum’s heartbreak 
over son’s vandalised grave 
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THE mother who discovered 
a baby’s grave had been van¬ 
dalised in Haverhill Cem¬ 
etery has spoken out after 
finding her own son’s grave 
had been attacked on the 
same day 

Jade Denzey went to visit 
her son Fraizer’s grave on 
Friday July 7, when she dis¬ 
covered it had been trashed 
and ornaments stolen. 

Fast week, the News re¬ 
ported that Melanie Mor¬ 
ris’ son’s grave had been at¬ 
tacked by vandals who stole 
pictures and other items. 

Jade was visiting her little 
boy’s grave to begin prepar¬ 
ing for his birthday on July 
29 when she also discovered 
the wrecked grave of Mela¬ 
nie’s son Jaydon nearby. 

Jade said: “I arrived there 
and fell to my knees in dis¬ 
belief. 

“I can’t imagine why any¬ 
one would be targeting ba¬ 
bies’ graves. 

“That’s my special place. 
I couldn’t see him, so to me 
that grave means every¬ 
thing.” 

Jade was horrified by the 
damage to the other grave 
and put out an appeal to find 
the other baby’s mum. 

“Basically I found Fraizer’s 
grave the way it was with a 
photo of Melanie’s baby on 
it. 

“I asked my friend to put 
the pictures on Facebook 
and Mel responded. I found 
my son’s grave with teddies 
everywhere, flowers all over 
the place and ornaments 
broken and they broke a toy 
train.” 

Jade said this was the third 
time Fraizer’s grave has been 
vandalised in just five years. 

On this latest occasion, an 
ornament showing a hand 
cradling a baby was stolen 
and a train that spelled out 
Fraizer’s name was smashed. 

Jade said: “The ornament 
was very personal to me, I 
put it there, it’s exactly what 
he looked like on my scan 
picture. 

“Before this a portion of 
chips was all over his grave 
and other ornaments sto¬ 
len.” 

Frazier was stillborn in 
2012 and since then Jade, 
from Finton, has found com¬ 
fort in visiting his grave. 

She said: “It cut me up in¬ 
side. It’s bad enough with his 
birthday coming up but to 
find that was awful.” 

Jade specifically chose the 
cemetery in Haverhill be¬ 
cause part of the graveyard is 
set aside for babies. 

She said: “I could have had 
him buried in Finton but I 




wanted him to be around 
other babies. 

“I thought this is a bit spe¬ 
cifically for babies, they’re 
the only graves there for ba¬ 
bies in that part of the cem¬ 
etery, for him to have com¬ 
pany, I didn’t want him on 
his own. 

“It was my way of finding 
comfort in something that 
was the worst time of my 
life.” 

Jade said the vandalism 
has left her worried about 
visiting the cemetery. 

“I was never the same af¬ 
ter Fraizer. Every time I go 
there I wonder what will be 
there. 

“It’s completely heart¬ 
breaking that someone 
would do that, not just to 
a grave in general but to a 
baby’s grave. I don’t under¬ 
stand how anyone finds that 
entertaining.” 

Melanie also says she 
knows of at least one other 
grave that has been dam¬ 
aged. 


Asked what she would 
say to the vandals Jade said: 
“Treat them with respect. 

“If it happened to you it 
wouldn’t be a nice feeling to 
see your loved one’s grave 
like that. I don’t know how 
anyone could do this.” 

A petition calling on St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to install CCTV and 
motion sensor lights in the 
cemetery has already at¬ 
tracted 989 signatures. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said: “Any consideration 
of CCTV has to balance an 
individual’s right to privacy 
in an area where they need 
to be allowed to mourn, 
against any ongoing issues 
and cost.” 

However, Jade said: “I 
wouldn’t care about my pri¬ 
vacy, it’s all about Fraizer, 
not about me. It’s about 
making sure that this never 
happens again and if it does 
people will be caught.” 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses and information. 
Anyone with information 
should call Suffolk Police on 
101, quoting reference CAD

New figures show 
‘home alone’ rise 


DOZENS of cases of children be¬ 
ing left home alone are being re¬ 
ferred to police and children’s ser¬ 
vices across Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk, it has been revealed. 

Figures from the NSPCC show 
that the number of cases referred 
to authorities has risen in the 
counties over the past two years. 

Specialist counsellors on the 
charity’s 24-hour helpline made 
more than 150 referrals to local 
agencies since 2015. 

In 2015/16, 46 cases were re¬ 
ferred across Peterborough and 
Cambridgeshire, with 54 being re¬ 
ferred in 2016/17. 

In Suffolk 40 referrals were made 
in 2016/17 up from 24 in 2015/16. 

The NSPCC says its receives 
calls and emails from worried 
members of the public. 

Callers have shared reports of 
children left alone overnight and 
young children left to feed them¬ 
selves and use dangerous kitchen 
equipment. 

The charity has issued a ‘home 
alone guide’ for parents to help 
them consider whether it is a good 
idea to leave a child unsupervised. 

It warns that although a child

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may seem responsible enough 
to be alone, parents should think 
about how they would cope in 
unexpected situations such as an 
emergency, a stranger calling at 
the house, being hungry or if the 
parent is away for longer than they 
thought. 

The charity says babies, tod¬ 
dlers and very young children 
should never be left alone and 
children under the age of 12 are 
rarely mature enough to cope in 
an emergency and should not be 
left at home alone for a long pe¬ 
riod of time. 

Peter Wanless, NSPCC’s chief 
executive, said: “Deciding if a child 
is ready to be left on their own can 
be a very difficult decision and the 
summer holidays can be a difficult 
time for parents and carers as they 
face increasing childcare pres¬ 
sures. 

‘Although there is no minimum 
age, no child should be left on 
their own if there is any risk they 
will come to harm. 


“Children mature at their own 
rate so it’s really important parents 
think carefully about what is right 
for their child. 

“Children shouldn’t be left on 
their own if they are not happy 
with being left, or if they don’t 
know what to do in an emergen¬ 
cy” 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said: “We ad¬ 
vise the child should be of an age 
where they can look after them¬ 
selves and that it is not safe to 
leave children alone for long peri¬ 
ods of time, or overnight. 

“Where there is serious cause 
for concern we will always inter¬ 
vene, and where there is a case 
to answer, offenders will be pros¬ 
ecuted for neglect - this includes 
not meeting your child’s basic 
needs such as food and warm 
clothing, failing to respond to their 
emotional needs or constantly 
leaving them alone.” 

The NSPCC’s home alone guide 
for parents and carers can be 
found on its website. The charity’s 
helpline is available 24 hours a day 
on 0808 800 5000 for free and con¬ 
fidential advice.

A CONCERT to remember 
Haverhill musician Peter 
James, who died aged 26, is 
returning for the third year. 

Peter James died in 2013 
when his car crashed into a 
tree on Homefield Road in 
Haverhilll.

We’ve been blown away by 
the support from the previous 
two events and are delighted 
to have raised so much for 
SARS, which will help them to 
continue providing life-saving 
treatment to those in need.” 

“We’re really excited to be 
bringing PIM:JAM back for 
its third year - it’s going to be 
better than ever before.

Think about 
disability 

ANYONE seen leaving a disabled 
toilet who is not in a wheelchair, or 
who is not showing any other signs of 
a limited ability to walk, can often be 
the subject of a disapproving look, or 
even of verbal abuse. 

What some people fail to 
realise is that not every disability is 
immediately visible, as is the case 
with anyone whose bodily waste 
exits the body via a surgically created 
opening, called a stoma. 

The waste from a stoma is 
collected in specially designed 
disposable bag, which needs to 
be emptied on a regular basis, for 
obvious reasons. 

There may also be occasions when 
a leak occurs, necessitating very 
speedy remedial action to avoid the 
embarrassment of soiled clothing 

Changing a stoma bag in clean, 
spacious environment is essential in 
order to avoid infection. 

Estimates vary, but this is the reality 
of life for around 130,000 people 
of all ages in the UK - that is one in 
500. 

Many people will have heard of 
a colostomy or an ileostomy, both 
life-saving stomas for anyone with a 
severe bowel condition. 

Few, however, will have heard 
of a urostomy, the most common 


outcome for conditions requiring 
removal of the bladder - in the 
majority of cases bladder cancer is 
the root cause. 

Using a disabled toilet is a right 
for anyone with a stoma, but even 
then, conditions are often not ideal 
and most such facilities need to be 
improved. 

For instance, a shelf very near to 
the toilet is needed to lay out all the 
equipment needed for a bag change, 
and the wash-basin should also be 
within reaching distance of the toilet 
basin. 

Most disabled toilets will have a 
waste bin that is suitable for disposal 
of stoma bags, but some do not. 

There should also be a sign on the 
door, making it clear that not every 
disability is immediately apparent, 
and that the facilities are not just for 
wheelchair users. 

For over 45 years, our UK-wide 
charity, The Urostomy Association, 
has been supporting and informing, 
both before and after surgery, anyone 
with any form of urinary diversion. 

Somehow, problems associated 
with the disposal of urine are still the 
subject of a very out-dated taboo 
mentality. 

One of our biggest challenges is 
raising the awareness of the needs 
of an estimated 10,000 of the UK 
population who are affected by this. 

The next time you feel like 
challenging someone who is not in a 


wheelchair leaving a disabled toilet - 
think again!

Police bring in 
knife amnesty 


A KNIFE amnesty has been 
launched by Cambridgeshire 
police following a dramatic 
increase in the number of 
attacks using blades. 

Knife crime went up by 71 
per cent across the region 
from 2013 to 2016, according 
to Home Office data. 

There were 376 cases 
of people using knives in 
serious crimes, such as rape 
and making threats to kill, 
in 2015/16, up from 220 in 
2013/14. 

Police say that in 
Cambridge alone there were 
49 offences involving the 
possession of a weapon from 
July 2016 to June 2017, which 
rose to 68 in 2015/16. 

Amnesty bins have been 
installed at police stations in 
the county from yesterday as 
part of Operation Sceptre - a 
national initiative to tackle 
knife crime. 

Insp Ben Newton said: 
“Knife amnesties form 
an important part of the 
strategy for Operation

Sceptre and I’m pleased 
that more than 100 knives 
were recovered in May. I 
hope people will take this 
additional opportunity to 
dispose of weapons without 
fear of prosecution. 

“As part of the campaign, 
we’re appealing to people, 
including parents and 
carers, who know someone 
who carries a knife to 
encourage them to make use 
of the amnesty.” 

The amnesty follows an 
incident in which a woman 
was approached by two 
women with a knife in 
Newmarket who tried to 
frog march her to a 
cashpoint. 

The incident began on 
the pathway known as the 
Yellow Brick Road between 
11.15pm and 11.20pm on 
Wednesday, June 7. The 
victim managed to get away 
from the suspects. 


Police believe two men 
were also involved. 

And a woman suffered a 
broken jaw after a hooded 
man punched and knifed 
her in the face. 

Police were contacted at 
about 11pm on May 27 after 
the woman was approached 
by a man in Howard De 
Walden Way, Newmarket. 

The attacker punched 
her twice in the face before 
cutting her face with a knife. 

An elderly woman was 
threatened at knifepoint 
after three raiders broke into 
her home and left with a 
haul of precious possessions 
in Hilton Road, Fenstanton, 
on Wednesday, May 17. 

Police forces across the 
country will take part in 
Operation Sceptre, allowing 
members of the public to 
hand in knives without 
prosecution. 

The last amnesty was held 
in the first week of May and 
resulted in 105 knives being 
recovered.

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Social media and 

the workplace 


Lucy Pakes, Human 
Resources Advisor at 
Ashtons Legal, offers 
some advice from a 
legal perspective. 



We've all heard stories in the press 
regarding employees making derogatory 
comments about their employer via 
social media and risking the employer's 
reputation as a result. So, what do you 
do if you find out that one of your own 
employees is posting negative feedback 
about your organisation on Facebook or 
Twitter, for example? 

The first step is to undertake an 
investigation into any allegation of this 
sort and establish the facts before moving 
to any kind of formal action. If evidence 
of the negative comments has been 
obtained lawfully e.g. by a whistle-blower 
giving permission for the employer to 
view their social media account, then it is 
fine to use the evidence in a disciplinary 
hearing. 

In some recent tribunal cases, where 
disgruntled employees have badmouthed 
their employer on social media, the courts 
have been willing to uphold dismissals, 
subject to a number of conditions: 

1. The employers had a social 
media policy in place which was 
communicated to all employees 

2. The policies included: 

a. what would be regarded as 
unacceptable conduct on social media 

b. a warning that employees should 
not assume their social media activity 
was private 

c. stated explicitly that a breach of 
the policy could result in disciplinary 
action and potential dismissal 

3. The employers followed a fair 
procedure when investigating the 
allegations and holding disciplinary 
hearings. 

The most important advice to employers 
is to check your existing HR policies and 
procedures and make sure they give you 
the cover you require for this type of 
situation. 

Social media can however, be a useful 
tool from the point of view of recruitment 
and employee engagement. For 
example, targeted groups on Linkedln 
and Facebook can help promote the 
employer's brand to potential new 
employees and enable new joiners to 
network before meeting face-to-face on 
their first day 

Going forward, the message is clear: 
social media is here to stay so employers 
need to work with it and help shape it, 
rather than avoiding it. For help with

Rethink over rules 
on term-time trips 


PARENTS face stricter rules about 
taking their children on holiday in 
term time. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil is reviewing its guidance after a 
landmark Supreme Court ruling. 

The planned changes come after 
Isle of Wight father John Platt lost 
a £170,000 legal battle over taking 
his daughter on a one-week trip to 
Disney World in 2015 without get¬ 
ting permission from her school’s 
headteacher. 

Other local authorities have al¬ 
ready issued new advice to heads 
in light of the court ruling. 

Derbyshire County Council has 
said that, from September 1, if re¬ 
quested by schools, it will consider 
issuing a penalty notice for any pe¬ 
riod of holiday absence which has 
not been authorised by the head¬ 
teacher “regardless of a child’s wid¬ 
er school attendance”. 

Mr Platt was taken to court by the 
local authority after he refused to 
pay a £60 fine for taking his daugh¬ 
ter out of school. 

But magistrates found in favour 
of Mr Platt, a decision which was 
controversially upheld by the High

Court. 

However, the decision was finally 
overturned when the Isle of Wight 
Council took the case to the Su¬ 
preme Court, which ruled against 
the father. 

Mr Platt was convicted on 
June 28 of failing to se¬ 
cure his child’s regu¬ 
lar attendance, 
and was handed a 
12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge 
and ordered to 
pay £2,000. 

Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Coun¬ 
cil’s website states: 

“Children of school 
age who are registered at 
a school must, by law, attend 
that school regularly. 

“Regular attendance is the best 
way of ensuring that a child makes 
the most of the educational oppor¬ 
tunities which are available to him 
or her. 


“When a child is absent from 
school, he or she misses not only 
the teaching provided but is also 
less prepared for the lessons after 
his or her return. 

“There are only 190 statutory 
school days in one year and 175 
days (weekends and school holi¬ 
days) available to use for holidays. 
Therefore every school day counts.” 

Recent amendments to regula¬ 
tions on pupil attendance mean 
that headteachers cannot 
grant any absence during 
term time unless there 
are exceptional circum¬ 
stances to justify such a 
decision. 

The county council 
said it will now look at 
the advice it gives to make 
sure it reflects the most re¬ 
cent legal rulings. 

A spokesman said: “We are 
currently updating our code of 
conduct and reviewing the guid¬ 
ance in light of the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court. Schools and 
parents will be briefed by the end 
of term if any changes are made to 
our policy.”

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A COUPLE of miles into the drive I 
realised the latest offering to come 
from Ford was humming quietly 
along the main road - in fourth gear. 

If ever you needed a demonstration 
that the new Fiesta has matured into an 
even more serious player here it was, with 
two gears left to go. 

At a stroke the best selling car in the UK 
for the past eight years has turned from 
cheeky chappie (but loads of fun) into a 
car that feels bigger and softer and not 
quite so keen to have a laugh with you. 

That certainly applies to the likely 
biggest seller in the new range, the Zetec 
trim version with its 100 horsepower 
engine and - crucially - new six-speed 
gearbox instead of the previous five. 

There's a more sporty, tied-down, ST- 
Line Fiesta due in the autumn which early 
signs say has fun factor 50 but it's going 
to be a relatively small seller, thoroughly 
outgunned by less expensive versions - 
and with the Zetec taking more than half 
the total sales. 

So it's good that the Zetec - second up 
in a Fiesta pecking order stretching from 
70 horsepower petrol at £12,715 Style to 
120 horsepower diesel, £21,225 Vignale 
- is such an instant charmer. 

More so on the inside than out, you'd 
have to say. The exterior of the latest 
Fiesta has grown very modestly (70mm 
longer, 13mm wider but 20mm lower) 
and is completely restyled, although you 
might never guess.

That's as fine a compliment to the 
outgoing model as you could pay; don't 
mess with a look that's won thousands 
of sales. Doesn't do VW any harm with 
succeeding generations of Golfs, does it? 

The result is a car with space to spare 
in the front - and a near perfect driving 
position - but just enough room in the 
rear for a couple of adults and a boot 
big enough for a family's supermarket 
shop, but less generous than some of the 
competition. 

Inside is where the attention needed 
to be paid, with the old car's dashboard 
looking increasingly like a relic from the 
past, littered with meanly-sized displays 
and an excess of tiny buttons. 

All gone! Replaced in the modern 
minimalist fashion by a big iPad-like 
touchscreen that looks smart but doesn't 
have a lot to say for itself without a 
satellite navigation map on display (sat 
nav is standard on some of the dearer 
cars, a £300 option on others). 

There's more soft touch plastic 
than previously, lending a gently more 
upmarket feel to proceedings With the 
posh Vignale version you will enjoy the 
heated leather seats and steering wheel 
that a mere Zetec trim car can only 
dream about. 

If the all-change interior is a much 
needed step up, the engine choice is 


mostly as before, which is no bad thing 
if you enjoy the willing thrum of a three- 
cylinder petrol unit. 

Gone is the old and mildly asthmatic 
1.25-litre engine, with most new Fiestas 
using versions of the established 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost three-cylinder unit in differing 
outputs -100/125/140 horsepower and 
with C02 readings from as low as 97g/ 
km. 

The old 1.5-litre diesel engine 
remains, in two power outputs (85/120 
horsepower, from 82g/km), but will take 
less than one in ten sales. 

The new six-speed manual gearbox will 
feature in the bulk of new Fiestas, which 
will have five doors too. Ford is sticking 
with a three-door option in a market 
increasingly ditching this choice on the 
grounds that not enough buyers bother 
these days to make it worthwhile. 

The on-paper list price of most cars 
is an irrelevance these days and that's 
absolutely the case with the Fiesta, where 
85 per cent of private buyers will opt for a 


personal contract plan (PCP) that provides 
a Zetec-spec car from £116 a month over 
three years and with a £5,000 deposit. 

That's an increase of £15 a month over 
the outgoing model but a drive in the 
new one makes that look a very sensible 
investment. 

Tweaks to the suspension and clearly 
a lot of work on soundproofing have 
changed the Fiesta into a car that quietly 
soaks up bad British road surfaces, only 
objecting a little to the biggest bumps, 
and turning into corners with most of the 
eagerness of old. 

Even with fourth gear standing in 
for sixth some of the time (blame that 
newfound quietness) the test drive 
showed 46mpg in a 100 horsepower 
version, which never felt underpowered. 

If a tiny bit of the puppy dog spirit has 
gone, you have to reckon the payback in 
refined progress is going to be welcomed 
by the majority of owners. And there are 
quicker, firmer ones on the way soon, 
don't forget. 



THE AUDI A8: New design language 

Audi builds driverless 
potential into new A8 

THE new Audi A8 made its world 
debut at the Audi Summit in 
Barcelona this week. 

In its fourth generation, the 
flagship model again sets the 
benchmark for Vorsprung durch 
Technik with a new design language, 
an innovative touchscreen operating 
concept and systematic drivetrain 
electrification. The Audi A8 is also 
the first production car in the world 
to have been developed for highly 
automated driving. From 2018, 

Audi will gradually be taking piloted 
driving functions such as parking 
pilot, garage pilot and traffic jam 
pilot into production. 

The new A8 makes its debut with 
two extensively reengineered V6 
turbo engines: a 3.0 TDI and a 3.0 
TFSI. The diesel develops 286PS, 
and the petrol version 340PS. An 
eight-cylinder TDI - a 4.0-litre with 
435PS - will follow slightly later. The 
exclusive top engine version is the 
W12 with a displacement of 6.0 
litres. 

The A8 L e-tron quattro with its 
powerful plug-in hybrid drivetrain 
will follow at a later date.

LEARNING TO DRIVE: Is it all 
downhill from then on? 


57% say their driving 
is worse since test 

A STAGGERING 57 per cent of 
British motorists think they are a 
worse driver now than when they 
first passed their test. 

Research from Young Driver 
revealed that only 43 per cent 
felt they were better behind the 
wheel now than when they first 
ripped up the L plates. 

In fact, well over a third (39 per 
cent) of drivers thought they'd 
struggle to pass their test if they 
had to retake it now - rising to 
a worrying 46 per cent of over 
55s. More women than men also 
thought they would fail if they 
were to take a test tomorrow (42 
per cent vs 36 per cent). 

More than 2,400 drivers were 
questioned in the study. 

The report comes at the same 
time as new research shows that 
the number of 17-year olds taking 
the practical driving test has fallen 
by 100,000 since 2007-08, while 
the overall number of under-25s 
in the UK that are learning to drive 
is down by 20 per cent - rising to 
40 per cent in Cambridgeshire. 


Electric/hybrid era has 
sparked sales bonanza

T HE future for the UK's roads 
looks greener than ever with 
UK car buyers registering more 
electric and plug-in hybrid cars 
during the first half of 2017 than in 
any previous six-monthly period. 

More than 22,400 plug-in models 
were registered between January and 
June 2017, a rise of 14.3 per cent on 
2016 and 53.8 per cent up on the 
same period in 2015. 

June exceeded all previous non¬ 
plate-change months with 4,405 
new plug-in models sold during 
the month (33 per cent up on June 
2016). Demand from private buyers 
has driven growth with 44.9 per cent 
more consumers opting for plug-in 
hybrid and electric power between 
January and June 201 7, compared to 
the same period last year. 

Transport Minister Jesse Norman 
said: "It is great to see that electric 
and plug-in hybrid cars are helping 
more UK motorists to cut fuel costs 
and emissions. The total number of 
plug-in cars on our roads is at record 
levels, with the latest figures showing 
that there are now over 100,000 


plug-in cars and vans registered in 
the UK. 

"Our aim is that nearly all cars and 
vans on our roads are zero emission 
by 2050." 

The fully-electric Nissan LEAF was 
the UK's best selling plug-in car in 
the first six months of 201 7, while 
BMW's plug-in hybrid 3-Series saloon 
was one of the year's biggest growers, 
rising 79.9 per cent following its 


launch last year. 

Go Ultra Low is a collaborative 
campaign bringing together a 
consortium of vehicle manufacturers, 
government and the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders (SMMT). 
Head Poppy Welch said: "Month 
after month we're seeing record 
levels of registrations, demonstrating 
that the public awareness and 
appetite for electric and plug-in 


vehicles is growing. They are fast 
becoming a serious consideration for 
an increasing number of motorists 
who are switching on to the cost¬ 
saving and environmental benefits of 
driving an electric car. With fully- 
electric cars able to go further than 
ever, and an increasing number of 
plug-in hybrids offering motorists the 
best of both worlds, it is harder than 
ever to ignore the benefits these cars 
bring." 

The West Midlands (2,704) Greater 
London (2,477) and Cambridgeshire 
(1,928) topped the list of regions 
with the highest uptake of plug-in 
registrations. Greater London also 
saw the biggest year on year increase, 
with registrations up 68.6 per cent on 
the first half of 2016. 

The news comes as UK low carbon 
energy generation hit its highest 
share in 2017, regularly contributing 
more than 50 per cent of the nation's 
requirement.

Registrations fell at a slower pace than in the 
previous two months, by 4.8 per cent, as demand 
continued to stabilise following a record first quarter 
and the subsequent market turbulence caused by 
the recent changes to Vehicle Excise Duty.
